19 dead, 200 injured 
in Sicilian earthquake

SYRACUSE, Sicily — A moder- 
ate earthquake shook eastern Sicily 
early Thursday, killing 19 people and 
injuring about 200, panicking thou- 
sands and destroying part of a small 
town, officials said. 

Worst hit was Carlentini, a town of 
10,000 people between Catania and 
Syracuse, where members of’ five 
families were killed when their homes 
crumbled on top of them as they slept. 

The quake struck at about 1:30 a.m. 
(5:30 p.m. Wednesday EST) and reg- 
istered 4.7 on the Richter scale, the 
Ministry of Civil Protection reported. 

It was followed by dozens of after- 
shocks during the day. 

“There was a huge roar all of a sud- 
den. Everything shook,” said Sebas- 
tiano Valvo, an employee at the Syra- 


cuse prefect’s office. 

The bodies of 13 people were pulled 
from the rubble in Carlentini. 

They included two elderly couples; 
a woman, her two daughters and two 
grandchildren; a 32-year-old bar 
owner; and a couple and their 18- 
month-old daughter. 

The bar owner’s wife died of her 
injuries in the hospital in Lentini. 

In addition, four elderly people 
from the Catania area and one person 
from Niscemi, west of Syracuse, died 
of heart attacks after the quake, the 
Italian news agency ANSA reported. 

A rescue worker in Carlentini told 
ANSA that he found the bodies of 
Sebastiano Musumeci, his wife 
Francesca and their 18-month-old 
daughter Veronica together. The cou- 
ple’s 5-year-old son, Rosario, es- 
caped.

Soviet Army 
to help ration 
donated food

MOSCOW — The KGB said Thurs- 
day that thousands of tons of govern- 
ment-purchased food are stuck at 
‘ports and railway stations, and offi- 
cials said the Red Army has been 
drafted to help unload foreign food 
aid. 

Deputy Prime Minister Lev 
Voronin, who heads a government 
commission overseeing the aid distri- 
bution, vowed that the “harshest 
measures” would be used against any- 
one caught diverting donated food to 
the black market. 

KGB officials said more than 1.6 
million metric tons of imported goods 
await unloading or shipment from So- 
viet ports, and about 7,000 railway 
cars need to be emptied at border sta- 
tions. 

“Thousands of railway containers 
laden with important goods, commod- 
ities and-machinery are standing idle 
and unloaded... This includes freight 
coming from abroad,” KGB Chairman 
Vladimir Kryuchkov told the Com- 
munist Party newspaper Pravda on 
Thursday.

He said 1,000 trucks were found to 
help distribute aid arriving at 
Moscow railway stations after Pravda 
quoted the Railways Ministry as say- 
ing the situation was “catastrophic.” 
Voronin predicted it would be under 
control by Dec. 20. 

Voronin and KGB Maj. Gen. Alex- 
ander N. Karbainov stressed at sepa- 
rate news briefings that the majority 
of foreign humanitarian aid is reach- 
ing its destination. 

Both admitted, however, that some 
has fallen into the hands of profiteers 
who can sell it to speculators taking 
advantage of widespread shortages in 
state-run stores. 

“There are some _ disorders,” 
Voronin said. “The harshest mea- 
sures have been taken to eliminate all 
such phenomena,” He did not elabo- 
rate.

No reward 
for Saddam, 
Bush says

WASHINGTON President 
Bush, welcoming former Persian Gulf 
hostages to the White House on 
Thursday, sharply rejected any sug- 
gestion that Iraq’s Saddam Hussein 
should get a reward for letting them 


g0. 

“Hell, no. Not one thing,” Bush 
said. “You don’t reward a kidnapper. 
You don’t reward somebody who has 
done something he shouldn’t have 
done in the first place.” 

Asked if he expected to be able to 
defuse the tensions in the Persian 
Gulf, Bush snapped, “One way or an- 
other we will.” 

The president met with seven 
newly released hostages as 82 of their 
countrymen left the Persian Gulf on 
what could be the last charter out. He 
said stories told by returning 
hostages have demonstrated the bru- 
tality of Saddam’s actions. 

“What this man put the world 
through — I just can’t express it. And 
I think you all expressed it coming 
home with a clarity that has brought 
this home to the American people,” 
Bush said. 

He said after the hour-long meet- 
ing, “It was a very moving experi- 
ence. A lot of people who showed a lot 
of support for what we’re doing.” 

The hostages included one man who 
hid within the U.S. Embassy com- 
pound in Kuwait, four who had been 
used as “human shields” at sensitive 
Iraqi installations and two who had 
been in hiding in Kuwait. 

Elsewhere in Washington, Defense 


Secretary Dick Cheney stressed that 


Saddam’s release of the hostages 
brought with it no indication the Iraqi 
president would pull his troops out of 
occupied Kuwait. 

Cheney said Saddam “continues to 
deploy more forces to Kuwait and 
southern Iraq. Every indication is he 
intends to continue his illegal occupa- 
tion of Kuwait.” Cheney made his 
comments to reporters after speaking 
at the National War College in Wash- 
ington. 

Meanwhile, U.S. District Judge 
Harold Greene denied a request by 54 
Democratic members of Congress for 
an injunction to force the president to

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Radiation-exposure limits tightened 


ROCKVILLE, Md. — The Nuclear Regulatory Commission on Thursday 
tightened radiation-exposure limits for nuclear plant workers and residents 
near atomic power facilities. The revision was the first in more than 30 years. 

The agency said the new regulations, by reflecting recent scientific studies, 
will provide an extra margin of safety. Yet, the commission said, the current 
standards do not put workers at risk. 

Anti-nuclear groups immediately criticized the new regulation, which does 
not take effect for two years. Critics argued that the tightened limits still put 
people at too high a risk of cancer and are based on outdated health informa- 
tion. 

“The commission is straining its credibility by adopting an obsolete stan- 
dard,” said the Nuclear Information and Resource Service, an anti-nuclear 
group. It said the new standards reflect recommendations made by leading 
scientists 13 years ago. 

The NRC’s revised standards will replace limits in place since 1957 for 
atomic plant workers and people living near nuclear facilities. 

According to government studies, the average American can expect to be 
exposed to about 360 millirems of radiation from various sources a year. 
Radiation from an X-ray is about 6 to 7 millirems. 

The new rules establish tighter exposure standards for pregnant workers at 
atomic facilities, limiting exposure to 500 millirems during the pregnancy. 


American to visit Soviet space station 


WASHINGTON — Somewhere in the United States, an unidentified 
company is sitting on what it had hoped would remain a big secret: It has 
contracted with the Soviet Union to send an American to the space station Mir. 

The secret is trickling out, but the company isn’t ready to say much. It had 
hoped to make a big, splashy announcement in January. 

“We executed a contract with NPO Energia, which is the manned part of the 
Soviet space program,” said Art Dula, whose Space Commerce Corp. in 
Houston markets Soviet space services in the United States. : 

What company is paying for it and why? 

Dula wouldn’t say, explaining that secrecy is part of the contract. 

The Soviets — for a hefty price — have taken passengers of a variety of 
nationalities aboard their space station. They have included a Frenchman, a 
Cuban, an East German and, this month, Japanese journalist Toyohiro 
Akiyama. 

But there’s never been an American. 


Bennett turns down job as GOP chief 


WASHINGTON — Former drug policy director William Bennett on Thurs- 
day spurned President Bush’s offer to be chairman of the Republican National 
Committee after White House lawyers told him he’d have to give up a book 
eonvract and other outside income. 

“J didn’t take a vow of poverty,” Bennett told reporters after giving Chief of 
Staff John Sununu his letter declining the offer just two weeks after he’d 
accepted it. 

Bennett indicated he was initially told by the White House that his plans to 
write two books and accept payments for speeches would not present a 
problem. 

However, Bennett said, “the advice changed.” He said he was told by White 
House counsel Boyden Gray that accepting the outside income while serving 
as RNC chairman would violate the Ethics in Government Act. 

The surprise development was an embarrassment to both Bush and Bennett 
and sent the White House scurrying in search for a new candidate to take over 
day-to-day operations of the party from the ailing Lee Atwater. However, 
some party regulars expressed relief. 


Soldiers sent to quell violence in Albania 


VIENNA, Austria — Communist Albania on Thursday ordered soldiers to 
quell an attack on officials and buildings by “hooligans” armed with knives, 
stones and iron bars, official media reported. 

The attack in the northern city of Shkodra came one day after a peaceful 
rally by tens of thousands of people in the capital, Tirana, celebrating the 
founding of the country’s first non-Communist party, the Democratic Party of 
Albania. 

Journalists said Tirana remained calm Thursday. 

Official Albanian Radio, monitored by the British Broadcasting Corp. in 
London, said gangs were “throwing stones at the district party and govern- 
ment buildings, and committing acts of vandalism inside the local radio sta- 
tion.” 

It said the district police chief, a policeman and one other person were hurt 
by people wielding iron bars. 

“Tn order to reimpose order and calm in the city and to defend government 
and social institutions, the forces of public order and the army came into 
action,” it said. 

A journalist of the official ATA news agency, contacted by telephone in 
Tirana, said the report was read on both the official radio and television. The 
journalist spoke on condition of anonymity. 

Such quick reporting is new for Albania. Information, especially about 
protests against the government and party authorities, has been tightly 
controlled for decades. Thursday’s reported attack took place in Shkodra, 
about 80 miles north of Tirana.

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Damaged merchandise 
costs consumers cash

Provo and Orem’s garbage may be 
filled more with treasure than trash 
this holiday season because of retail 
outlets clearing out partially dam- 
aged merchandise. 

Customers bear the cost of these 
damaged goods through price in- 
creases although it’s hard to pinpoint 
the actual rate of increase. 

Big crowds in stores during Decem- 
ber cause much more damage to mer- 
chandise than in the other months of 
the year, said Tressa Leek, a senior 
sales worker in ShopKo’s toy depart- 
ment in Provo. 

Since store policy won't allow the 
merchandise to return to the selling 
floor, the articles must be thrown 
away or sent back to distributors.

Toy departments always receive 
the most damage at Christmas time, 
with the domestics departments tak- 
ing second, Leek said. 

“You can display a model,” Leek 
said, “but it will still get opened be- 
cause customers really want to exam- 
ine merchandise” before they buy. 

Jeff Stanina, Provo K mart man- 
ager, said certain companies will give 
credit for damaged merchandise. 

However, Leek said it costs 
ShopKo money to send items back to 
distributors, and it costs the distribu- 
tors money to return those items. 

Because of those costs the store has 
to raise prices, she said. 

It’s hard to determine how large of 
a price increase is related to cus- 
tomers damaging goods, but losses 
are built into new prices for upcoming 
selling seasons.

A local mountain climbing group 
has found that climbing Mount Ever- 
est is not something you can do on a 
whim. 

“Just to get a reservation to climb 
the mountain can take up to 3 years,” 
said Douglas Hansen, expedition 
leader for “Utahns on Everest.” The 
Republic of China and the Chinese 
Mountaineering Society control : all 
access and also dictate what routes 
will be used, he said. 

Hansen, a resident of Picaeint 
Grove who has been climbing moun- 
tains for more than 20 years, said he 
and the 12 other members of the 
group will have waited five years be- 
fore they ever set foot on the moun- 
tain. 

Just to get a permit is a long, 
drawn-out process, taking from 
months to a year, he said. 

The group will climb Mount Ever- 
est.in August 1992, said\Brian Chap- 
iiany'a School teacher if/Provo, anda 
member of the Everest group. 

“Everest is booked until the (end of 
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the) twentieth century. It’s such a 
popular mountain that the Chinese 
government has regulated, the 
climbs,” Hansen said. 

They wish they could go next week, 
but they’ll take it as it comes, said 
Keith Hooker, the team physician, 
from Provo. 

The three goals the group has for 
their expedition are to come back 
alive, come back as friends and put at 
least one of them on the summit, he 
said. 

Hansen said the challenge is not so 
much getting permission to climb as it 
is putting together the right team.

BYU roads 
will close 
on Christmas

All roads and parking lots on BYU 
campus will be closed Christmas Day 
to preserve the university’s right to 
own them, said a university traffic 
official. 

The closure will begin at midnight 
Dec. 24 and continue until midnight 
Dec. 25, Lt. Michael Marroun said. 

‘He said the university must close 
its parking lots and roads every three 
years .to..maintain the right to call 
them private property. 

450 Hast at the Marriott Center, 
1230 North at the main campus en- 
trance, Campus Drive and other 
roads will be barricaded, Harroun 
said. 

‘Residents of university housing ar- 
eas can gain access to their homes 
from University Parkway on 900 East 
or 150 East, he said. 

‘Set. Jeff Vest of the University Po- 
lice Department said police will be 
working on Christmas to monitor all 
roads on campus. 

Police said those students or fac- 
ulty who need to come on campus 
Christmas Day should park their cars 
near campus and then walk to the 
building they need to enter, he said. 

Anyone caught moving a barricade 
may be given a citation, said Lt. 
Stev- Baker of the University Police 
Department. 

“The University Police have to be 
very strict to enforce the law. We do 
not want to take the chance of losing 
the university's right to own the 
roads on campus,” Baker said.

A person should not completely 
quit eating any fat because fat does 
play a role in a person’s diet. Of the 
different types of foods a person can 
eat, foods high in fat satisfy a person 
for the longest amount of time, she 
said. 

The easiest way to figure out the 
fat contained in food is to multiply fat 
grams by nine and divide by the total 
calories.

Music, lighting set exhibit’s mood

While meditative music plays, a 
colored spotlight shines on viewers of 
art’vork to create a unique atmo- 
sphere for an exhibit at the Salt Lake 
Arts Center, said the center’s educa- 
tion curator.

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Influenza season

Influenza season is just around the 
corner, and the time for vaccinations 
is now. 

Unless you have already been ex- 
posed to the virus, there is still time 
to help prevent influenza, said 
Brenda Beckstrom, employee health 
coordinator at Utah Valley Regional 
Medical Center. 

Dr. Joseph Miner, director of the 
city-county health department, said a 
person needs to be vaccinated a few 
weeks before exposure to the virus. 

According to a pamphlet published 
by the Student Health Services, the 
symptoms usually appear 18 to 36 
hours after being exposed to the 
virus. Influenza is contracted by in- 
halation or ingestion of the virus. 

Miner said the flu season is usually 
like the typical winter cold season, 
beginning around December and end- 
ing in March. However, it is highly 
variable. 

Miner said they usually start giving 
immunizations in October and con- 
tinue through November until they 
run out of vaccine. The county health 
department has given around 7,000 
vaccinations since Oct. 1. 

When the influenza vaccine is in- 
jected, the body identifies it as a for- 
eign presence and builds up antibod- 
ies to fight the virus, Miner said. This 
produces an immunity, and then, 
when the body comes up against the 
real thing, the virus can be fought off. 

However, the vaccine is not a live 
virus, and one cannot get the disease 
from the vaccine itself, Miner said. 

Beckstrom said the influenza vac- 
cine is developed to combat three 
specific types of influenza, which are 
determined by watching the global 
trend in other countries.

and France, Pursley said. 

Swartz took part in the rituals to 
heal her body from an illness acquired 
by toxic materials used in her. art- 
work, said Lafarne Garff, public rela- 
tions coordinator for the center. 

There have been several reactions 
to the exhibit, according to the cen- 
ter’s staff. 

“Because 
it is an Hast- 
ern philoso- 
phy some 
have found it 
seary, intimi- 
dating and 
even _ silly. 
The biggest 
point to con- 
sider is it is a 
different cul- 
ture’s perspective,” Pursley said. 

Robin Lee Roberts, artist and staff 
member of the center, said some peo- 
ple feel Swartz has sold out her beliefs 
for money, because the exhibit has 
been so successful. 

“T feel she was trying to help more 
people become aware of the different 
experiences she went through when 
trying to recover from her illness,” 
Roberts said. 


By making the best educated guess 
as to which types of influenza are go- 
ing around and when they will hit, the 
vaccine is developed accordingly, she 
said. 

Although there are specific high- 
risk groups that should definitely be 
vaccinated, anyone who wants to 
avoid coming down with influenza 
should get the vaccination, Beck- 
strom said. 

Besides protection from three 
types of the influenza virus in the vac- 
cine, the effects of other flu types may 
be lessened as well, she said. 

Miner said, “Most normally healthy 
people have enough reserve to fight 
the virus off.” However, those who 
aren’t healthy may not be able to fight 
off the virus when it hits. 

Beckstrom said there are five main 
groups which are at high risk for de- 
veloping influenza and should be vac- 
cinated. 

These include those over 65, resi- 
dents of nursing homes or extended 
care units with chronic conditions, 
and adults and children with chronic 
pulmonary and cardiovascular disor- 
ders including those with asthma. 

In addition, those who have re- 
quired regular medical follow-up and 
eare during the previous year with 
conditions such as kidney disease and 
diabetes, and children and teenagers 
ages six months to 18 who are receiv- 
ing aspirin therapy and who are at a 
risk for Reye’s syndrome, should re- 
ceive the vaccination as well. 

Also, health care workers who pose 
a greater risk for exposure and those 
who get or give home health care 
should consider vaccination. 

Those who shouldn’t receive a flu 
shot include people who are having 
any cold or flu-like symptoms or those 
who are allergic to chicken or eggs, 
Beckstrom said.

The chakra theory has been studied 
for over 10,000 years by many East- 
ern cultures. Swartz’s transforma- 
tional art is related to the Eastern 
philosophy and is also considered a 
part of the New Age Art connected to 
the 1960s. 

“The first chakra is the base of the 
spine sym- 
bolizing the 
earth, with 
red as_ the 
symbolic 
color. 

“The — sec- 
ond chakra’s 
colored light 
orange, 
and the inspi- 
ration was 
from Esalen 
Indians in California,” Pursley said. 

The painting uses water to repre- 
sent the reproduction chakra. 

The Esalen Indians believe water is 
immortal, and rituals associated with 
the hot springs gave Swartz the in- 
sight to do the painting. 

The third painting was inspired by 
a ritual performed in the Grand 
Canyon area with Hopi Indians, and 
yellow is the color connected with this 


Also, the vaccine is only given to 
pregnant women in cases where the 
medical history clearly indicates a 
need, she said. 

Beckstrom said there may be a few 
adverse effects. The most common 
are flu-like symptoms like aching 
body or fever. These are not serious 
and will go away, she said. 

Miner said influenza takes a more 


chakra. 

“The lotus depicted in the third 
chakra painting is used in several pic- 
tures. It is an Kastern religious sym- 
bol representing strength and re- 
birth, ” Pursley said. 

Green light is emitted on viewers of 
the fourth chakra painting, which 
deals with the heart. 

The inspiration was from Prophecy 
Rock, Ariz. 

“The heart is where sharing begins, 
and the fifth chakra, the throat, gives 
the ability to express it,” Pursley 


said. 

The sixth chakra is the third eye 
and came from Swartz’s experiences 
at various cave paintings in France, 
Pursley said. 

The symbolic color is indigo. “The 
third eye reaches out and sees others 
and inside ourselves,” he said. 

The last chakra depicts the crown. 
The feelings for the last painting were 
established in Carnac, Brittany 
Coast. The large stones of Carnac are 
much like Stonehenge. They are set in 
different patterns with an unknown 
history.

Detmer repeated his intention to return to Brigham 


PHILADELPHIA — As the awards pile up for Ty 
Detmer so do the stories about him. 

The Maxwell Award was the BYU quarterback’s latest 
piece of hardware, and former college and NFL coach 
Dick Vermeil told the one about Detmer refusing to be 
turned down by his future school. 

Vermeil conducted a telephone news conference with 
Detmer, the junior who has broken 42 NCAA passing and 
total offense records. 

It is fairly well-known that Detmer, accompanied by his 
father, made an unsolicited visit to the Brigham Young 
campus to see coach LaVell Edwards when he was decid- 
ing which college to attend. 

Vermeil said that what isn’t generally known is that 
after the slim youngster told Edwards that he wanted to 
go to Brigham Young, the coach and his staff weren’t sure 
they wanted him. 

Ina vote of 878 coaches, members of the media and fans, 
Detmer finished with 1,993 points to 1,385 for Notre 
Dame running back Raghib “Rocket” Ismail. Colorado 
running back Eric Bieniemy had 747 and Virginia quarter- 
back Shawn Moore 431. Detmer was named on 880 ballots 
and received 47 percent of the first-place ballots in the 
3-2-1 voting. 

Ballots are sent to members of the American Football 
Coaches Association, the Football Writers Association of 
America and the nearly 1,000 members of the Maxwell 


Young for his senior year and let the NFL wait until after 
he graduates.

Vermeil, former head coach at UCLA and with the 
Philadelphia Eagles, covered Detmer in two games this 
season as an analyst for ABC. 

“T’ve never seen a kid throw the ball more accurately. 
Now, he’s not the biggest guy. He’s not the most elusive 
guy. He’s just one of those guys who is gifted when it 
comes to throwing the football where it has to be to be 
completed,” Vermeil said. 

“T wonder how great he would be if he only had to throw 
the ball 35 times a game (instead of 50 or more) and the 
offense ran 35 times a game. | think then it would magnify 
how efficient he is as a passer. He throws the ball a lot. I 
think he probably will be a very fine NFL quarterback.” 
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big of a deal.” 

Seniors like Smith look forward to 
the Holiday Bowl with a little more 
interest than the other Cougars.

“Playing in the last game of your 
eareer brings about mixed emotions.

Brown makes U.S. team 
Gymnast tries to take life easy

“Last year I tried 
trained. This year 
I am leveling off, 
and I am finding 
consistency. Gym- 
nastics is such’ a 
roller-coaster type 
sport, but the dif- 
ferences between 
the highs and lows 
are not that great 
for me anymore,” 
Brown said. 

Make no _ mis- 
take, Brown is not 
resting on his lau- 
rels of earning a 
spot two weeks 
ago on the U.S. 
National team at 
the U.S. Winter 
National competi- 
tion in Colorado 
Springs, Colo. His 
next goal is repre- 
senting the United 
States in the 1992 
Olympic games in Barcelona, Spain. 

Brown said, “Friday I did well on 
the rings and the parallel bars but I 
messed up on my floor routine. That 
dropped me from an overall ranking 
of fifth to 12. Saturday I did better on 
all of my routines.” 

Brown said morning practices 
were scrapped this year, and if he 
does go in, about all he does are 
stretching exercises to loosen up his 
shoulders. 

“In gymnastics there are a lot of 
body types. I am 5 feet 8 inches, 
which is tall for a gymnast. My skills 
are still emerging, but what I have 
got, I have really worked hard for,” 
Brown said. 

BYU coach Mako Sakamoto could 
be considered an authority on train- 
ing champions since he has coached 
such U.S. stars as Peter Vidmar, Tim 
Daggott and Mitch Gaylord. 

Sakamoto said Brown is right on 
schedule to get a shot at the U.S. 
Olympic team because within a year 
and a half, he should have his weak- 
nesses conquered and should be peak- 
ing at the same time. 

Sakamoto said, “Jason’s one weak 
area is the pommel horse. He not only 
needs to improve his skills in that 
area, but also needs to do even better 
in his strengths to offset a lower 
score. You need to be strong in all 
events to be an Olympian.” 

In Olympic competition there are 
six events that a gymnast must show 
a certain degree of skill in. The high 
bar, parallel bars, pommel horse, 
rings, vault and ‘floor exercises. 
Brown said his vault routines might 
be questionable, but this year he is 
not going to hurt himself in order to 
improve. 

“T needed stitches after I hit my

head doing a difficult routine on the 
high bar last summer,” Brown said. 
“That caused me to think ‘What am I 
doing this for?’ I mean making the 
national team was important, but I 
was trying a trick that Russian gym- 
nasts have only done once or twice.” 

* One important concept Brown said 
he has learned this year is his life does 
not revolve around gymnastics. 
Brown, who is a junior, has never 
taken advantage of Utah’s world 
renowned ski resorts. 

“T want to learn next semester. I 
like to spend my spare time playing 
my keyboard. Studying is a big part of 
my life. To me actually learning some-

Tom Thing, pastoral associate for 
the St. Francis parish, said Weigand 
was a missionary in Chile for 15 years 
prior to his current position as bishop 
in Utah, which he has held for 10 
years. 


There are. approximately 1,000 
bishops in the world. 

In a mass spoken in both Spanish 
and English, Weigand said, “The 
saints of the Catholic Church are per- 
fect examples of the truth. The Virgin 
of Guadalupe is our queen just like 
God is our king.” 

“There are many titles we give to 
Mary. One of these titles is the Virgin 
of Guadalupe. But we must remem- 
ber that all of them refer to one single 
woman, the mother of Christ,” Wei- 
gand said. 

Weigand said Catholics believe 
that in 1531 Guadalupe appeared just 
outside of Mexico City to ‘a man 
named Juan Diego. 

“She appeared 10 years after the 
Mexican conquest, during a. time 
when there was destruction and a loss 
of hope among the Mexican people.

A benefit party for a 14-year-old 
Provo youth suffering from a rare 
blood condition will be held at St. 
Francis Catholic Church tonight. 

Robert Shawn Stoneman, a fresh- 
man at Provo High School, was told 
just 10 weeks into the 1990 school 
year that he had contracted a rare 
blood condition called “aplastic ane- 
mia.” This disease rapidly destroys 
the bone marrow’s ability to produce 
blood cells. Since that time he has 
been under the care of hematologists 
at Primary Children’s Medical Cen- 
ter. 

“Although Shawn is currently at 
home here in Provo, he cannot receive 
any visitors,” Shawn’s aunt, Charlene 
Sorenson, said. 

“His immune system is very weak, 
and he is in constant danger of getting 
sick. The chances for recovery with- 
out a bone marrow transplant are 
only 15 percent,” Sorenson said. 

However, a bone marrow trans- 
plant is expensive. The average cost 
is between $250,000 and $350,000. 

The Stoneman’s family and friends 
have started a fund-raising campaign 
in order to raise the $150,000 deposit 
required to admit Shawn to the 
UCLA Medical Center. 

Admission to the benefit is free. 
There will be food, a musical pro- 
gram and an auction, said Reverend 
Garret Edmunds, pastor of the St. 
Francis Catholic Church. The benefit 
party will help Shawn’s family raise 
the $150,000 down payment. 

In addition to the benefit party, the 
St. Francis parish will also sponsor .a 
blood-drive for: : :

“Springville has a lot of unique and interesting build- 
ings, but they are all covered up by aluminum siding 
and store fronts,” Breckenridge said. “We want to re- 
store these buildings to their original beauty.” 


Hearings planned to discuss bus rates

The Utah Transit Authority has 
scheduled five public hearings to dis- 
cuss an increase in bus fare for 1991, 
said the assistant general manager of 
UTA. 

John Inglish said the fare increase, 
the first since 1981, would take effect 
in March or April next year. 

Utah County will have its hearings 
on Dec. 20 at 6:30 p.m. in the Provo 
City Utility Building, 251 W. 800 
North. 

Inglish said the number of “bus 
rides” has increased 5 to 15 percent 
this fall. 

He said the proposed fare increases 
would be a 10-cent increase for adults, 
bringing the total fare to 60 cents, and 
from 25 cents to 30 cents for the el- 


derly and the handicapped. 

Laurié Nerdin, 28, a senior from 
Oregon majoring in social work, said, 
“T don’t like the fare increase because 
I take the bus most of the time to the 
temple and to the mall.” 

Nerdin said she is happy there is a 
UTA service in Utah County because 
it helps make things easy for those 
who don’t own cars. 

Brian Janda, 24, ajunior from Anti- 
och, Calif., majoring in accounting, 
said; “I own a car but like taking the 
bus because it’s easier. 

“Traveling by bus next year will 
depend on how much the fare increase 
will be,” he said. 

Inglish said student bus passes will 
increase from $13 to $17.
